action adjourned after adopting a plat­ 
form. 
Refusal to seat representatives of 
the Workers- Party of America, adop­ 
tion of resolutions for future political 
action, which did not mention the 
formation of a third party, a broad 
program of organization and the nam­ 
ing of a national executive committee 
of 21 members were the results of 
the meeting bere. 
The purposes of the conference, as 
declared in the report of the organiza­ 
tion and finance committee, was the 
nomination and election of presidents 
and vice president of 
the 
United 
States, United States senators, con­ 
gressmen, members of state legisla­ 
tures and other state and public offi­ 
cers, “who are pledged to the inter­ 
ests of the producing classes and to 
the principles of genuine democracy 
in agriculture, industry and govern­ 
ment.’’ 
Meetings of the conference are to be 
held annually, representation being 
from "every national and internation­ 
al organization of labor, farmers or 
co-operative societies, state federa­ 
tions of labor, legislative boards of 
transportation organizations and city 
central bodies of labor.” 
Funds to defray the expenses of 
the conference will be by a per capita 
tax on affiliated organizations. 
It is provided that “as soon as pos­ 
sible” the national committee of the 
conference shall call conferences of 
‘farmers’ organizations, labor unions, 
co-operative societies aud other pro­ 
gressive political forces, including in­ 
dividuals in each state, for the pur­ 
pose of perfecting permanent state or­ 
ganization*.'' 
The report of the resolutions com­ 
mittee, presented by Edward Keating, 
former congressman from Colorado, 
was adopted after prolonged debate. 
Among other things demanded by 
the platform are repeal of the Each- 
Cummins railroad law-, direct election 
of- the president of the United States 
abd that congress “end the practice 
of the courts to declare legislation 
unconstitutional. ”
